steamship. They were tenderly cared 
for by tho enrgear, 


Captain Drummond was in the beat 


condition of any of the men rescued. 
After being warmed and fed he began to 
recover strength and WAS able in three 
hours to tfill the following: story : 


"After the fire on the King James was 


discovered it had gotten on such head- 
way that it was impossible to Btay it. 
We put out two life boata and provis- 
ioned both boats ana placed sixteen men 
in each. You already know of the es 
capo of the first male's boat. We left 
tho ship March 30th, at 4 o'clock in the 
morning. At G.40 o'clock on March 3lst 
heavy 
arose 
and 
my 
boat capsized. Eleven men, including 
myself, succeeded in clinging to the up- 
turned bDat for sis hours. We hung to 
this boat it seemed BIX years. The men 
prayed and prayed for help, and it was 
the saddest scene I have taken part in 
for many yoara. The men finally suc- 
ceeded in turning the boat when the sea 
had calmed, then for fourteen hours we 
remained in the water np to our waists. 
We baled the boat out, but our provis- 
ions and oars and even the rudder was 
lost. We tore away part of the covering: 
for air tanka to make oars and improvised 
B rudder, 


"The second day on man died, the 


third two, and the'fonrtU three men, in- 
cluding my son." 


Here the captain broke down and 
began sobbinir. 


"I shall never forget those few days. 


Some of the men wero like maniacs. 
They cried for food and watsr and wo 
exhausted onrselves in trying to hold 
them down. Before each man died he 
became incoherent and would curse and 
pray alternately. Wo could not go to 
sleep because we were afraid that some 
of the men in a moment of insanity 
would cut our throats. 


As tlie men died we throw thorn over- 


board, We could not have stood two 
hours longer. We knew that we were 
near Hueneme, and if we had had oars 
we could havfl gotten ashore. We were 
drifting there when the wind blew afloat 
again. Thaok God, we wero saved, and 
God bloaa the captain of the Los An- 
geles." 


When the captain spoke of bis eon his 


eobs and anguish were plteona. The men 
are at Rodonao, and are being cared for. 
Two of them are very weak, and it will 
take careful nursing to brim about com- 
plete recovery.

The decision goea beyond tbo cate at is- 
sue—that ol tbe proceedings acaintt the 
publisher ol the Ban Jote Mercury—and 
covers the whole ground as to the 
powers o! conrte reipecting newspaper 
publications. The following is an ei- 
troct oi the decision : 


The power ol the conrt to control con- 


duct by command or prohibition is re- 
utricUd to persons belore it; it cannot 
determine tbe conduct ol those over 
'•whom it had acqniMd no jurisdiction. 
An order forbidding the publication ot 
proceedings cannot operate to affect the 
right or abridge tbe liberty ol one who 
is not a party to the action at trial. If 
what he sais or does is not made unlawful 
br the law ol the land it oannot be maae 
BO by the order ol the court made i n s 
«an«e in which tbo conrt had no jariadic- 
lion over him.
